until prices reached a production 
cost basis plus a reasonable profit 


Eeno said that the present coun- 


ty organizations had successfully 
functioned in a number of'instan- 
ces, where foreclosures were stop- 
ped and the differences 
amicably 


adjusted. 


Each county has a central organ- 


ization with a "key" man in each 
township. The county' also has 
what Eeno termed a "council of de- 
fense" composed of five persons, 
not all necessarily farmers. 
This 


.council has a thorough knowledge 
of county farm conditions and acts 
after investigation of each case. 


Seek Agreements 


The council deals with cases be- 


tween tenant farm and landlord 
as well as with owners who are 
unable "to meet their mortgage ob- 
ligations. Interested parties in eith- 
er case are brought • together for 
conference .in the effort to iron out 
and settle their differences. • How- 
ever, Eeno said those who can af- 
ford to pay are expected" to do so.

No flourish of a gold pen, no 


clicking cameras, no grouping ol 
high officials marked the event 
which may be epochal in interna- 
tional financial relationship. It was 
only a routine banking matter to the 
men who carried the transaction to 
completion at the bank of England 
while Federal Eeserve officials in 
New York and Washington acted 
for the United States government. 
The Old Lady of Threadneedle- 
st who never is loquacious, held her 
tongue so well today that no one 
could say exactly at what moment 
the payment was completed. No 
dramatic circumstances accompan- 
ied the payment. The house of com- 
mons, having had its say last night, 
proceeded today with the everyday 
problem of housing. 


Left to Bank 


So far as the government .was 


concerned, its direct participation 
in the transaction ended with the 
decision to pay and the instruction 
to the Bank of England as the gov- 
ernment's agent to make the pay- 
ment • to the Federal Eeserve au- 
thorities. 


The Federal Eeserve .bank acting 
as the United States government 
agent, received notification of pay- 
ment and thus the final stage of 
payment was handled by the two 
agents of the governments concern- 
ed.

matize, the ; payment, •' newspapers 
flared full page• banner lines, her- 
alding the fact that "Britain Pays." 


' The transaction was characterized 


as the biggest'deal ever carried out 
in a single day by 'the Bank of En- 
gland, and . lunch hour crowds 
around the bank seemed larger and 
more interested in what was 'going 
on behind the facade of the na- 
tion's financial stronghold. 


Altogther about 11,500 bars of 
gold each worth roughly £1,700 and 
each weighing 28 pounds, a total of 
nearly 150 tons of the precious met- 
al, were involved in the" payment. 


Even'bullion dealers in.the city 
later in the afternoon were ignor- 
ant of the exact details of pay- 
ment, the number of bookkeeping 
and other transactions, involved, or 
whether "earmarking" or tagging 
of America's new gold acquisition 
meant moving the metal to new 
vaults or merely a new labelling in 
its present resting 
place in the 


bank's vaults deep under the rumb- 
ling London traffic.

It calls, to begin with, 
for-what amounts to a referendum 
among the producers of each staple 
to determine whether ihe scheme 
should be applied to that commod- 
ity. When 60 per cent of the farmers 
producing, let us say, wheat, or cot- 
ton, or tobacco or hogs, approve the 
plan for their crop, the Federal 
government is to collect an excise 
tax from the processor on that part 
which is consumed by human be-' 
ings in the United States.

the total national - output; of the 
same pro'duct during ;that period." 


Each farmer would 'then receive a 


certificate stating how much^acre- 
age he is entitled to sow, or how 
many animals he may breed and 
feed, or how many pounds of the 
commodity he may sell The certifi- 
cate would also state how many 
bushels or pounds out of his total 
production were entitled to draw 
the bounty from the government. 
The farmer would then have to 
make a contract with the govern- 
ment to limit his production TO the 
quota allotted to him, and at,the end 
of the crop year, if he had fulfilled 
his contract, he would receive his 
proportionate share of the bounty 
on that crop. 
The theoretical 
benefit to the 


farmer would be twofold. He would 
receive in addition to the market 
price the bounty on the domestic 
quota,"and by reducing production 
he would presumably raise the mar- 
ket price' as well. If the plan work- 
ed the consumer would find himself 
paying the farmer to raise the price 
by limiting the supply. Against the 
abuse of this principle The plan pro- 
vides that when the index of farm 
prices is such that farm commod- 
ities again exchange for manufac- 
iure'd goods in,ihe ratio prevailing 
"before the war. .the bounty -shall 
stop;J and an attempt be made to 
stabilize", at that level.

It will xeadily be seen- that the

In that event the 
plan "'would, be sheer special privi- 
lege like the- payments to veterans 
who" suffere'd no injury in the war. 
If the courts accepted such a mutil- 
ated bill,, a new and vicious subsidy 
vrould have been established. 


-The second abuse, wnich should 


be clearly envisaged, is that once 
the plan is in operation Congress 
will be',under constant pressure to 
increase the bounties as it is under 
pressure to raise tariff duties. 


The third abuse, which threatens, 


is that Congress might refuse to sus- 
pend the plan when farm" prices 
rose-to the pre-war latio. For this 
jlan .would create a vested agricul- 
tural interest politically more pow- 
erful than the vestefl manufactur- 
ing Interests. 


Even if -firm guar&nties can be 


obtained against these abuses, there 
remains, of course, the inherent ad- 
ministrative complexity 
of the

each farmer his due is a huge one.

Because of its potential abuses

of hand. Thfs^'would, I think, be a 
serious mistake. The plight- of the 
American farmer is so serious that 
an experiment, provided it is based 
on a reasonable principle," is justi- 
fied. The basics-principle of the al- 
lotmefnt plan is reasonable; if the 
farmers wish to try it, I do not see 
how the rest of us can refuse to let 
tljem. 


For American agriculture is now 


producing under conditions of unre- 
stricted individualism ha a world 
where virtually all other produc- 
tion, including agriculture in almost 
all countries, is either protected or 
controlled. The American farmer 
should not be denied the right to 
set up Ms own collective defenses 
against the efforts of free competi- 
tion 'uniil the time arrives when 
other producers accept free trade. 


The allotment plan, has all the 


faults of protection and all the com- 
plexities of state socialism. There is 
no use pretending that this is not 
the, most daring economic experi- 
njent ever'seriously proposed in the 
"United States.. But what other rem- 
edy is proposed for the plight of 
agriculture that might be substitut- 
ed for this one? Until such a rem- 
edy is brought forward, and some 
assurance given that It can be put 
into operation, an attitude of open- 
minded cooperation with the men 
who are trying to work out this 
plan, an attitude at once sympa- 
thetic and critical, would seem to 
be in order.

engineers have given themselves, 
believes that explanation is found 
in "the uncontrolled advance of the 
machine," and in what they call an 
ever-increasing burden of debt— 
aaachiass r.-Ii:ch force

ment, debt which cannot be paid off 
at anywhere near the rate at which 
it is incurred. 


The researchers are working at 


Columbia university in association 
with the industrial engineering de- 
partment. Howard Scott is their di- 
rector. They have produced to date 
some 300 charts on employment and 
production in manufacturing indus- 
try, and with the help of unemploy- 
ed engineers and draughtsmen fur- 
nished by the New York Emergency 
Unemployment committee, expect 
to complete several hundred more. 


Around the research, a consider- 


•able furore both as to technovracy's 
interpretations of its data and as to 
the accuracy of the data itself has 
arisen. 


Control Required 


Technocracy does not criticize the 


machine in itself, emphasizing rath- 
er the lack of control of the ma- 
chine.

bricks in 60 minutes. Today, if he 
followed the best extant practice, 
he could make 40,000 bricks in the 
same time. Such efficiency has been 
obtained only in isolated instances, 
but technocracy is convinced that 
industry ever will seek this possible 
efficiency and obtain it much too 
fast, fiojiast that men will be thrown 
out of work.

of the president and the secretary 
of state but which Msists that the 
Dec. 15 payment is made on the 
condition that a debt review will be 
granted. This is only another way 
of saying that the British under- 
stand the embarrassment of the 
chief executive and his secretary of 
state in being unable to modify the 
t"erms of the debt accord, but that 
at the same time the British pay- 
ment is-transmitted with a warn- 
ing to congress that another may 
not be forthcoming without further 
discussion. 


How is congress to answer back? 


Mr. Hoover thought a commission 
composed of members of 
both 


houses and members of the cabinet 
here could speak for congress. But 
this request being refused, it now 
remains for the executive to submit 
the facts and leave to congress the 
question of whether it ^ivishes to set 
up a special committee to. negotiate 
with a committee from the French

Force Not Possible 


If the congress wishes to do noth- 


ing about it, then the French are 
willing to let the matter lapse too.

The Wisconsin Michigan Power Co. cer- 


tainly did not injure its position with ref- 
erence to its rates for gas, electricity and 
transportation by filing a voluntary pe- 
tition with the Wisconsin Public Service 
Commission for investigation of its rate 
structures and its business practices. On 
the other hand this action gives the very 
distinct impression that the power com- 
pany believes it is in a position to de- 
fend its rates, on the basis of current rev- 
enues and current earnings.

They cite as reasons the re- 
duced cost of materials, salary and wage 
cuts and general necessity for reducing 
every item that goes to make up the cost 
of living. The last reason, however, no 
matter how hard it is pressed, can have 
very little bearing upon an impartial 
finding. Hates must be adequate to main- 
tain service and financial structure, re- 
gardless of how desirable a reduction 
might be to the consumers.

Altho some medical 
authorities 


still seem to think constipation is 
a factor of ill health or at least 
temporary

cases, I believe this quaint medi- 
cal notion is disappearing from our 
modern medical literature and is 
destined to be discarded altogether 
in another decade or two. 


Of course I am aware that in-a 


few instances constipation is due in 
some pathological 
cause, such'as 


hemorrhoids or gallstones, and the 
cause must be removed in order to 
correct the constipation. But it is 
fair to say that in ninety-nine out 
of a hundred cases constipation is 
simply a bad habit. 


We haven't room to describe in 


detail how the habit is acquired. "We 
shall say only that the chief cause 
of the habit is the widespread vi- 
cious fancy that a physic or an 
enema or a freak diet which pur- 
ports to increase "elimination" is al- 
ways good when anything ails you 
and even-beneficial when nothing 
ails you. 


This absurd notion, I say, is still 


entertained by some of our present 
medical authorities, and in the past 
was quite generally 
accepted as 


sound practice. 


But the world moves and some of 


us manage to'trail along after it. 


Now I shall give my own opinion 


or belief about this question, re- 
minding you that I can't prove it is 
so, and leave you ••to draw your own 
conclusion. 


I believe-that in the absence_ of 


serious disease ordinary constipa- 
tion has no ill effect on health. I 
believe the more immediate or 
acute symptoms popularly, ascribed 
to constipation 
are actually pro-

duced by anxiety or worry and in- 
trospection, and that the more re- 
mote or chronic ill effects which the 
quacks and nostrum manufactur- 
ers so, insistently suggest are ac- 
tually "produced by the physics, 
enema or funny food the misguided 
victim takes to "regulate" the how- 
el. 


I am firmly convinced'that in 99 


cases out of a hundred the victim's 
troubles will fade if he can be per- 
suaded or compelled to leave the 
bowel function alone, to 
refrain 


from interfering, for ten days. Don't 
give me any of your notions. 
I 


know what I'm talking about. 


It would be foolish and futile for 


any victim of the constipation habit 
to break Ms habit in ihe way I sug- 
gest, if the poor gullible galoot is 
not first absolutely convinced that 
I am right about it Here I may say 
that my method has proved effec- 
tive in. hundreds of cases, and so far 
as I am aware no one has suffered 
any ill consequence's from going 
on" a physic strike, whether for five 
days or for nine. 
Finally, we must not lose sight of 


the fact that the entire digestive 
process, from the instant food is 
swallowed to the instant the residue 
is ejected, is controlled entirely by 
the autonomic 
sympathetic, invol- 


untary, unconscious nervous system, 
and this automatic regulation is not 
at all weakened or impaired by 
months or years of abuse of the di- 
gestion with physics, enemas, freak 
diets or other interference.

Crows of Value 
To IL S. Farmers 


Study Reveals That Birds 


Consume Many Insect 


Pests on Farms 


By W- F. Winsey 


It is doubtful whether any other 


bird is of as great economic im- 
portance to the" farmer of the Unit- 
ed States, as is the crow, but ir- 
reconcilable differences "of opinion 
regarding the crow's worth have 
often been the rule among residents 
of communities, and it has been 
only recently 
that1 sufficient in- 


formation has 'been assembled from 
most parts of its range to allow a 
thorough study of its habits, ac- 
cording to a bulletin issued by the 
iederal agricultural department. 


What a bird eats or does not eat 


is the ,question to be answered in 
an inquiry into its economic status, 
the bulletin says. 
To determine 


with accuracy the various items 
entering into its diet nothing has 
been'found more reliable than the 
examination of stomach contents. 
In. the case of the crow such ex- 
amination has been made of an ex- 
cellent series of 2,118, 
stomachs 


collected in 
40 states. Of these 


stomachs 1,340 were of adult crows 
and 78 nestlings. The bulletin con- 
tinues: * 


"About 28 per cent of the yearly 


food of the adult crow consists of 
animal matter. In this are found 
insects, spider -- mfflipeds, 
crus- 


taceans,- snails, the 
remains of 


reptiles, amphibians, wild birds and 
their eggs, poultry and their eggs, 
small • mammals, and carrion. 
~ "Over 'two-thirds of the animal 
food, or about 
one-fifth of 
the 


whole diet of the crow, is composed 
of insects, and these include many 
of the most destructive pests with 
which" the farmer has to deal. The 
crow is 
a terrestrial feeder. Its 


share of insects, therefore, is made 
up exclusively of species- found on 
or near the ground, or those which 
it secures from .beneath the surface 
by turning over sticks, clods of 
earth, or dung. 


"The latter is a common method 


of' feeding employed diligently by 
the crow from early "spring to the 
beginning of autumn, when 
the 


usual crop of grasshoppers fur- 
nishes a more accessible supply of 
food.

Eats Beetles 


"Beetles of various kinds con- 


stitute about 7.5 per cent of the 
crow's 
annual food. -They are a 


pro'miscipus. lot, some beneficial, 
some neutral, and others which 
comprise the major portion, highly 
injurious. Among the injurious are 
May .beetles and their larvae, white 
grubs; also click beetles, weevils, 
and some of the groiind. beetles 
which have vegetarian lood habits. 
Grasshoppers, locusts, and crickets 
form-about 7.33 per cent. The dam- 
age done by these- insects far ex- 
ceeds that done by the various 
beetles 
eaten. The short-horned 


grasshoppers are especially destruc- 
tive, the annual toll taken by them 
throughout the-country amounting 
annually to many ..JUions of dol- 
lars. In August and September, 
grasshoppers form nearly one-fifth 
of the crow's 
food. 
Caterpillars 


form about 1.5 per cent of the diet 
of the adults; nestlings, however, 
eat nearly four times as much. 
* "The numbers of the /various in- 
sects eaten during different months"' 
of the year are often, indicative of 
their period of abundance. Early 
in the spring for instance, few May 
beetles are eaten; but beginning in 
April, they form about 5 per cent 
of the crow's food, and in May the 
presence of the annual crop of May 
beetles is indicated by the extra- 
ordinary percentage of 20.99. Like- 
wise the monthly increase of grass- 
hoppers from May to September is 
shown in the crow's diet by the ap- 
proximate percentages of 4, 6, 14, 
and IS, representing the proportion 
of these in the food taken. The 
height of the caterpillar season also 
is indicated "by 
the approximate 


percentages of 1, 3, 6, and~2, for the 
months of April, May, June, and 
July, respectively. 


Lists Values 


"The size and the voracious ap- 


petites of crows make these birds 
especially valuable in times of out- 
breaks of one or another of the in-, 
beets pests upon which they feed. 
In the stomach of a crow collected 
in April were the remains of 85 
beetles, and these formed less than 
half the food; in another were 72 
wire-worms; and in a third, frag- 
ments of 128 grasshoppers. Twelve 
in a series collected fed on grass- 
hoppers at the average rate of 57 
each, and one crow secured had 
eaten 483 small caterpillars. Nest- 
ling crows, whose bodies require 
even greater quantities of insect 
food than the adults, often excel 
their parents in the good work of 
insect destruction.

Fugitive From 


Chain Gang Put 


Into Jail Cell 


Arrested in New Jersey at 


Request of 
Georgia 


Prison Commission 


Newark, N. ~J. —0>)— Robert El- 


liott Burns—"I am a fugitive from 
a chain gang"—is no longer a fugi- 
tive but a prisoner in a police 
cell. 


Burns, who attained nation-wide 


prominence by Ms book and the 
motior- picture based on his exper- 
iences was arrested quietly last 
night. A member of the Georgia 
Prison commission said at Atlanta 
that the southern state would make 
an effort to return Burns to that 
state at once. 
Counsel for 
Burns, however, 


promised a fight to prevent extra- 
dition and word was awaited from 
Gov. A. Harry Moore to learn what 
action he would take. He previously 
was quoted as telling the fugitive 
he would aid him when and if it 
were necessary. 


Burns had made no apparent ef- 


fort to hide, and although he was 
known to have been in New Jer- 
sey over two years there had been 
no request for his arrest. Judge Vi- 
vian L. Stanley, a member of the 
Georgia Prison commission, 
said 


last night he had furnished New- 
ark police with 
fingerprints of 


Burns about two weeks ago. He said 
a requisition would be forwarded 
to New Jersey immediately. 
Charles Handler, Burns lawyer, 


and the Hev. Vincent Burns, his 
brother, who has interested many 
influential ^persons in the case and 
who sought a Georgia pardon be- 
fore Burns' second escape in 1930. 
visited the prisoner at headquarters 
before he was put behind bars for 
the night. 


Burns came here from Pittsburgh 
Sept. 7, 1930, only a few days after 
he escaped from the Troup-co, Ga, 
prison camp, and has lived in this 
vicinity since. He worked on" a* 
Newark newspaper until it stopped 
publication. 
Then he found a variety of other 


jobs, among them that of a dyna- 
miter at a copper -refinery 
in 


Chrome. After that, he decided to 
write Ms experiences and the book 
and motion jpicture dealing with 
the Georgia prison systerr follow- 
ed.

Now he operates a small store in 


East Orange, and before his arrest 
was a famihar figure in down-town 
Newark where he was taken into 
custody. 
Interviewed by a local newspaper 


only last Sunday, he expressed the 
hope of obtaining a pardon. 


"I wish to be a free man once 


more,"' he was quoted as saying, 
"and be able to hold my head high 
in any part of the United States.~- 
I'm still a 'fugitive from a Georgia 
chain gang' out, believe me, it's 
an empty honor."

He recited his experiences to the 
reporter, retelling many of the in- 
cidents he had written, but.he said 
the most dramatic moment in his 
Jife was meeting another escaped 
convict in Newark April 1, 1931. 


The other fugitive 
was John 


Moore, who with Burns and a 
third man, held up- a grocery in 
Atlanta, Ga., in 1921. The trio was 
captured and. Burns was- sentenced 
from six to ten years. He escaped- 
in 1922 and was free until 1929 
when, according to his story, a wo- 
man brought about his return to 
the "chain gang." 


After his first outbreak, he chose 


Chicago a* a place to live and be- 
came a success as a magazine pub- 
lisher. He married but later fell in 
love with another woman and ask- 
ed his wife for a separation. She 
agreed but in time asked for more 
aLmony. "UThen he refused, the story 
goes on, she notified Georgia au- 
thoiities and Burns was arrested in 
1929. 


A lengthy legal battle followed, 


with high Chicago officials taking 
an interest in the case. Burns said 
he waived extradition finally when 
Georgia officials promised a par- 
don within 60 days if he would take 
such aciion. 


But the pardon was denied and a 


new fight for freedom began, with 
the _ brother, the Rev. Mr. Burns, 
taking an active part by seeking 
the aid of scores of prominent per- 
sons. The brothers declare the pri- 
son commission told them if the 
prisoner's conduct was good for a 
year Iris pardon would be only a 
matter of routine.

The nest news was that 
Burns again had escaped.

Stefan Stambouloff, 
the

Premier Bulgaria ever had, was as- 
sassinated. Alexander Stambulisky 
who was Premier after the World 
War and took hold of things with 
a firm hand, was likewise assassin- 
ated. Czar Ferdinand, who took his 
country into the war, was kicked 
out. In 1925 an attempt was made 
to assassinate King Boris, although 
he has tried hard to be a modest 
democratic king, instead of the au- 
tocrat his father was. 


Communist Stronghold 


On form, Bulgaria ought to be 


one of the soundest little countiies 
in Europe. It has few factories 
and so no large industrial popula- 
tion. The bulk of the people are 
peasants, who own their own farms 
and, hence, have no land hunger. I' 
would seem then that Bulgaria of 
all places ought to be free from 
a threat of Communism, but the 
cold fact is that next to Bolshevik 
Russia and to Germany, with . 
over five million Communist, voters 
Bulgaria is the reddest country on 
Europe's map. Many of the peasant 
farmers lean that way. 


Recognizing this. 
Stambulisky 


who carne into power by the votes 
of the peasants, was said to have 
a secret understanding with the 
Communists. However that may be 
in 1923 the Bulgarian army execut- 
ed a coup d'etat, overthrew him 
and put Alexander Tsankov in his 
olace. The ex-Premier was killed 
by Ms enemies while hiding for 
safety. Under Tsankov an iron re- 
gime was established. In Septem- 
ber 1923 he clpimed to have dis- 
cover-d a new Communist plot anc 
over 1000 Reds were arrested. Sev- 
eral hundreds were killed in var- 
ious parts of the kingdom in local 
outbreaks. 
Assassination became 


the order of the day. It is estimat- 
ed that in two years about 200 
people on various sides of the po- 
litical fence met their deaths in this 
way. 


Attempt Made on Life 


Things came to a startling cli- 


max in 1925 when an attempt was 
made on the life of King Boris anc 
bombs were thrown at the great 
Sofia cathedra], 120 people being 
killed and about 300 injured. Tsan- 
kov was finally beaten at the polls 
and replaced by a succession of 
Premiers representing various coal- 
itions. 


In the meantime, the Commun- 


ists began to show life again. They 
elected 30 deputies to Parliament. 
It was only recently that municipal 
elections were held in the capital 
of Sofia. To the 
amazement of 


everybody, the results was 19 seats 
for the Reds, 12 for the government 
coalition and four for the Esankov 
party. The Reds thus have a clear 
majority and hope to rule the cap- 
ital, Henje the government is seek- 
ing some way of passing a law to 
circumvent them. The government 
feels that it would have a very bad 
reaction in the country if the seat 
of the government were in 
the 


hands of the Communists. 


Nobody would be surprised if a 


new attempt were made to have 
the army intervene and once more 
give the country a White govern- 
ment. General Kissioff, War Min- 
ister in the present cabinet, recent- 
ly made speeches to organizations 
of ex-officers and ex-non-coms. He 
:alled attention to the rise of ex- 
tremism among the masses and the 
impossible promises being made to 
;hem. He issued an appeal the na- 
tion to unite around the 
army, 


which he said remained unchange- 
ably devoted to the Throne. 


Chiefs Evolve Plan 


General Sirmanoff, President of 


the Reserve Officers' Union, spoke 
ven more violently. He said if 
the various political party chiefs 
did not unite to save the country 
:rom Bolshevism, the reserve army 
officers, joining with the regular 
army, would say to them: 


"If it must be, we shall step 


over you ana your parties to save 
the country." 


The basic tiouble in Bulgaria is 


he same as in all the Countries 
along the Danube—the faimers can- 
not get good prices for their tobac- 
co and gram, while the manufac- 
ured articles they want are both 
scarce and high in cost In addi- 
ion, the finances of the country are 
n a tangle, especially as regards 
payments to foreign creditors.

Weeds take a toll of from 8 to 50 


per cent of a farmer's crops each 
year, according to estimates by farm 
experts. Facing this loss it behooves 
farmers to plan, to control weeds 
by sowing clean seed, digging out 
weeds, and planting smother crops 
as a part ot a weed-killing rota- 
tion, the experts point out. 


To prevent the sowing of weed 


seed in grain, specialists of the col- 
lege of agriculture and Bounty 
agents are urging farmers to exer- 
cise great care over the sources of 
seed, to clean seed thoroughly with 
the fanning mfll; and to take sam- 
ples of seed home and test them for 
weed se£d content and germination 
before making actual purchases. 


The samples of seed grain to be 


tested for weed seed content may 
be measured, spread out on papers 
on a table, examined with a glass 
on naked eye. Actual counts may 
be made of the number and kinds 
of weed seeds in a small sample 
and from these counts the propor- 
tion of each kind, weed seed in the 
sample may be established. If the
